the which Betaphoz is meant, that like as a 
man that is ſtrayed farre out ofhis way, muſk 
returne quite backe againe the contrary way: 
So thoſe that haue ſtraped from the way of 
godlincſſe ' to the wap - of ſinne, muſt come 
backe againe as faſt as ener they went foz- 
ward, and altogether change the conrſe of their 
life: ſo that repentance is an earneſt turning 
vnto God, with all your heart, ſoule and minde.

fire. By this time, J hope you ſ& what is Re- 
pentance; it is not euerp ſozrow, but ſbzrow 
fo; ſinne; not fo: ſome finne,but fo2 all ſinne: 
not foz an honre, but oz euer: not fo2 a dap, 
but continually : not foꝛ a werke, but as long 
as we line. Some thinke euerp ſozrow is re⸗ 
pentance, but ſo ſhould wozblings repent. 
Some thinke euerp little pang fo2 ſinne is Ne⸗ 
pentance, ſo ſhould Pharaoh repent. Dome 
thinke all weping and lamenting toz ſia is re⸗ 
pentance, ſo ſhoald Eſau, Iudas. and Cainre- 
pent. Some thinke enery little humbling of 
our ſelues is repentance, but ſo ſhould Ahab 
repent. Some thinke that good wozkes, and 
good purpoſes are repentance, but ſo ſhould 
every ſicke man repent. Some thinke that re 
fozmation of woꝛds and deeds are repentance, 
but ſo ſhould ciuill men repent. Dome thinke 
that fo cry God mercy is repentance, and ſo 
ſhould euery foole repent. You ſee therefoze 
how many are deceined in repentance. But if 
you will ſ& what it is indeed, look back to that 
which hath bene ſaid befoze :foz he that will 
repent in good earneſt, muſt not hang downe 
his head like a bulruſh foz a day onelp, and ſo

It is ſd 
high that fewcan reach it: It is ſo deepe that 
few can come ta the bottome of it: It is ſo ner⸗ 
row, that few can enter into it: ſo wide, that 
few can compꝛehend it: ſo llipperp, that few 
can hold it: ſo ſecret, that few can finde it: 
kherefoꝛe my deare bꝛethꝛen, J beſcech vou let 
vs p2ay vnto our God, that he would reueale 
bnto vs this myſtery which is hid from the 
woꝛld, that we may ſe it, and know it, funde it, 
and fe&le it to our endleſſe comfozt, thzough 
Chꝛitt Jeſus, which grace hs grant vs.

All the iudgements wer reade of, doe ſte, and 
heare of euery day,knocke with maine ſtrokes, 
beate downs right vpon our conſciences ta re- 
pentance. The valy monſters, ſtrange births, 
amd fiery conſtellations, vnknowne comets, ſo⸗ 
daine deaths. maruellous dꝛoughts, bnwonted 
ſnowes, hoꝛrible inundations, fozraine won⸗ 

ders, ſtrange paritions thzeatning of hea⸗ 
uen aboue with flaming: and ſhooking fire, 
trembling of the earth vnder our fert, and our 
Houſes onerour heads, as of late dapss: Whaf 
are all theſe, but as it were great Cranes with 
beames and Cable ropes to dzaw vs to the 

Lo2dby repentance ? 

Thirdly, the word of God helpeth vs tore- 
pentance: foꝛ as God in the old time ſent his 
Mophets both early and late to call the re⸗ 
bellions Jewes fo repentance; ſo he ſendeth 
abꝛoad the Preachers and meſſengers in theſe 
dayes to ſound vo the Trumpet of his Mazd, 
and to ring the ſwert Bells of Aaron amongſt 


them, to awake them to ropentance: but alas, 


how lizhily are cher regarded 3 Who wane 
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their voyre : But ſurely, this is the laſt reme⸗ 
dy that God hath appointed: and if this will not 
moue vs to repentance, if this will not cure vs, 
then are wealtogether vncurable. 
Fourthlp, the infinite number of ſinnes we 
haue commured, ought to be ſa many ſpurres 
in our ſides to pzicke vs to repentance. Ic is ſuf+ 
ficien: (ſaith S.Perer)chac we haue ſpent the time 
of our life after the luſts of the Gentiles, walking 
in wantonneſſe of luſts, drunkenneſſe, gluttony, 
drinkings, and all abhominable idolatries Mb 
therefoze it is time to repent. Oh that men 
would looke backe to themſelues, as they wet 
fozty, thirty, twenty, eꝛ ten veares age: Dh 
that they would call fo minde their open and ſed 
cret ſinnes, E me thinketh it ſhonld make their 
hearts bled within their bellies to thinke vpout 
| | them: Oh that they would conſider how much 
time they hane miſſpent, and how many good 
things, they haue neglected, and altogether: os 
„ mitted. | 
Fiftly, the ſnhartaeſſe of our life calleth eats 
| | neltly-vyon vs to repent. The time of out liſe 
is ſixty yeares and ten, and if they liue to eigh» 
ty yeares, pet is their ſtrength but labour and 
ſozrow,ando it is cut off quickly, and we fiye 
awayaiththe P2ophet David : we haue (pext 
our peares as a thought, therefoze he adveth, 
Teack vs to number out dayes, that wee may 


apply 
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thoztneſſe and inconſtancy of it, in the Scrip- 
tures, is compared to grafſe, fo a , to 
ſmoake, to a weauers ſhuttle, which gliveth a⸗ 
way ſwiftly. Euen ſo the dayes of men paſſe 
away, no man knoweth how.

Experience teacheth vs, that to day a man, to 

moꝛrow none. Mente away we muſt all, here 
is no abiding plate foz vs: how ſoone we know 
not.

Sirtly, the ſmall number of choſe which 
mall be ſaued, ought to thzuT vs fozward fo 
repentance. - Striue to enter in at the narrow 

gate: for many (I ſay vnto you) will ſecke to 
enter in, and ſhall not be able, ſaith Chriſt, Luk.

The fift hinderanceis, long eſcaping of pu- 
niſnment, ſoꝛ the witked thereby ars hardened 
in finne, and dꝛiuen oft from repentance: enen 
as an olde thiefe that hath ſtallen a long time, 
andeſcaped both pꝛiſon and gallowes, is aui⸗ 
mated moze bold y topzoced in his wickednes, 
thinking he ſhall ſo alwaies eſcape: Do many 
filthy and looſe liners goe fozward in their abs 
hamination, without repentance, thinking that 
becauſe God doth not incontinently puniſh 
them, and ſhewſome manifold indgement and 
figneof his wzath upon them, therefoze they 
Hall be acquitted foz altogether. Whereas con- 
trariwiſe, if God ſhould by and by ſtrike them 
downe as ſoone as they had ſinned, by thunde⸗ 
ring vpon one, and lightening bpoiz another,

people of the woꝛld will eralt them, and inſtifre 
them ſaying: De made a very goed end as any 
man could make, her died as quiet as a Lambe, 
and ſet all — ogg befoze hie dyed. 
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he, ſuch a man liueth as looſely as J.ozany man 


elſe, and pet he made a very good end, and why 


may not J do ſo too: But alas theſe mens epes 


are bleared; foz to die quiefly is not to dye 
' godly:tocry God mercy foz faſhion, is not to 


haue God mercifull: to ſay a few pzayers from 


the teeth outward, is not to dye in the faith ol 
Chꝛiſt: foꝛ many doe all theſe, and pet die mi⸗ 
ſerablp.
